The Milliken administration is 
also asking the Civil Service Com- 
mission to direct that the 16,000 
non-union civil service workers 
either take six on-day layoffs for the 
rest of the fiscal year (through Sep- 
tember 30) or work 55 hours without 
pay, banking that time for future 
compensation, 

Bad Winter for Roads 

If you thought the winter of 1981-

cost figures for snow and ice control 
and removal on the state’s highway 
system prove it. 

The Department of Transporta- 
tion has reported that costs to con- 
trol snow and ice on the highway 
system jumped more than 25 per- 
cent this winter compared to the 
previous year. 

The department reported spen- 
ding $38 million for winter main- 
tenance for 9,450 miles of highway, 
compared to $30.1 million in 1980-

Where have the Snow Bun- 
tings gone? North, that’s 
where, as far as you can go 
and still keep your feet dry. 
It wasn’t but a few days ago 
when large flocks of the 
nearly white birds were to be 
seen wheeling against a 
leaden sky over 
snowcovered fields. There 
are still some around, but 
considering where they nest, 
I suspect an early start is in 
order, since Northern 
Alaska and Greenland are 
the ultimate destinations. 
When the winter gales next 
howl across the tundras, 
they will bé back to feed on 
the weed seeds available in 
fields. 

They do change color with 
the seasons. In the summer 
their backs and part of the 
tails are black, but by the 
time they reach us early in 
the winter, most of the black 
has turned to brown. This 
sparrow-sized bird will nest 
on the tundra where scant 
vegetation and rocks will 
conceal the nest with its four 
to six white eggs with rather 
conspicuous ' reddish-brown 
spots around the larger end 
of the egg. In the nesting 
area they feed largely on in- 
sects, but here it is on weed 
seeds or, if you wish to play 
host to as many as 200 or 300, 
they will eat scratch feed or 
cracked corn. According to 
one source, they move as far 
south as Pennsylvania 
during the winter, but this 
depends on the severity of 
the weather. Considering 


what has been going on with 
the weather, maybe they will 
nest here this year. ;

WHEREAS, application of the Davis-Bacon Act to a local 
area results in assigninent of wage rates to the County or other 
labor market area; and, 

WHEREAS, comparison of the wages as assigned by the 
Davis-Bacon Act for the occupations in question with legitimate 
wage studies as performed by other government sources in- 
dicates that Davis-Bacon Act rates are normally much higher & 
not in fact, reflective or consistent with wage rates in the County 
of Crawford; and, 

WHEREAS, this discrepancy creates the following 
problems when applied to the County of Crawford, all directly 
attributable to the Davis-Bacon Act as the primary cause: Un- 
necessary & unwarranted expense to the Laxpayers supporting

WHEREAS, the depressed economic conditions in the State 
of Michigan are so severe as to attract national attention; and, 

WHEREAS, present tax legislation is not only not 
programmed to consider these grave economic realities, but in 
fact restricts equity & is serving to encourage the erosion of 
Michigan's economy; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Crawford County 
requests the Legislature of the State of Michigan to forthrightly 
& immediately, take appropriate action to assure equitable 
solutions to the problems & concerns set forth in items A 
through € of this Resolution; (A) Whereas, Article 1X, Sec. 3, of 
the Constitution of Michigan, requires that true cash value be 
used as the basis for assessment of property, & it is noted that

ORDINANCE NO. 4-13-82 


AN ORDINANCE DESIGNATING THE CONTINUAN- 
CE OF A FAIR HOUSING PRACTICES POLICY IN THE 
COUNTY OF CRAWFORD, MICHIGAN AND SETTING 
FORTH STANDARDS TO FURTHER INSURE FAIR 
HOUSING PRACTICES. 

THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD ORDAINS: 

Section 1, Designating of Policy. That it is hereby 
designated to be the continuing policy of the County of Crawford 
to do the things necessary and proper to secure for all its 
citizens, their rights to equal housing opportunities regardless of 
their race, creed, color, sex, marital status, religious beliefs, age, 
height, weight, national origin or handicap. 

Section 2. Definitions. That as used in this ordinance, the 
following terms shall have these meanings: 

a) Real Estate Agent: Real Estate Agent includes any real 
estate salesman or an agent thereof or any other person, par- 
tnership, association or corporation who for consideration sells, 
purchases, exchanges, rents, leases, negotiates, offers or attem- 
pts to negotiate the sale, purchasing, exchanging, renting or 
otherwise transferring any interest in real property. 

b) Discrimination, discriminating, or discriminate: The ter- 
terms discrimination, discriminating or discriminate means to 
render any differences in treatment to any person in the sale, 
lease, rental or financing of a dwelling or housing unit because of 
a person's race, creed, color, sex, marital status, religious belief, 
age, height, weight, national origin or handicap. 

c) Housing: Housing includes any building, facility or struc- 
ture or portion thereof which is used or occupied or is intended, 
arranged or designed to be used or occupied as the home, 
residence or sleeping place of one or more persons, groups of 
families and any vacant land offered for sale or lease for the con- 
struction or location thereof of such building, facility or struc- 
ture, 

d) Lending Institution: Lending institutions means any 
bank, building and loan association, savings & loan association, 
insurance company or other persons whose business consists in 
whole or in part in the lending of money or guaranteeing loans. 

3) Person: Person means one or more individuals, corpora- 
lions, associations, firms or enterprises, labor organizations, 
legal representatives, mutual companies, trusts, unincorporated 
organizations, trustees, trustees in bankruptcy, receivers and 
fiduciaries. 

Section 3. Unlawful Housing Practices. It shall be untawful 
housing practice and a violation of this Ordinance: 

a) For any person or real estate agent: . 

1) To discriminate against any person in the selling, leasing, 
subleasing, renting, assigning, or otherwise transferring of any 
interest in housing, 

2) To discriminate against any person by refusing to 
negotiate, refusing to transmit a bona fide offer, making false 
representations of the availability of or withdrawing from the 
market a housing unit which is for sale, lease, sublease or rental. 

3) To include in their terms, conditions, or privileges of any 
sale, lease, sublease, rental, assignment or other transfer of any 
housing, any clause, condition or restriction discriminating 
against any person in the use or occupancy of such housing. 

4) 'To discriminate in the furnishing of any facilities, repairs, 
improvements or services or in the terms, Conditions, privileges 
or tenure or occupancy of any person. 

b} For any Jending institution: 

1) To discriminate in lending money, guaranteeing loans, ac- 
cepting a deed or trust or mortgage or otherwide making 
available funds for purchasing, constructing, improving, 
altering, repairing, rehabilitating or maintaining any housing or 
to discriminate against in the fixing of the amount, interest rate, 
duration, or other terms, conditions, or provisions of any such 
financial assistance. 

2) To discriminate in the lending of money, guaranteeing 
loans, accepting a deed to trust or mortgage or other wise 
making funds available on the basis of geographic location. 

c) For any person, real estate agent or lending institution 
with respect to any prohibited act specified in this ordinance, to 
publish, to circulate or cause to be published or circulated any 
notice, statement, listing or advertisement, or to announce a 
policy or make any record in connection with the prospective 
sale, lease, sublease, rental or financing of any housing which in- 


dicates reliance, determination or decision based on race, creed, . 


color, sex, marital status, religious belief, age, height, weight, 
national origin or handicap. 

d) For any person or real estate agent to assist in , compel, or 
coerce the doing of any act declared to be an unlawful housing 
practice under this ordinance or to obstruct or prevent endorge- 
ment or compliance with provisions of this ordinance or to at- 


‘tempt directly or indirectly to commit any act declared by this 


ordinance to be an unlawful housing practice. 7 

e) For any person, real estate agent, or lending institution: 

1) To induce or attempt to induce the sale, transfer of in- 
terest, or listing for sale of any housing by making representa- 
tions regarding the existing or potential proximity of real 
property owned, used or occupied by any person of any particu- 
lar race, creed, color, sex, marital status, religious belief, af” ) 
height, weight, national origin or handicap by direct or indirect 
methods. 

2) To make any representation to a prospective purchaser, or 
lessee that any housing in a particular block, neighborhood or 
area may undergo, is undergoing or has undergone, a change 
with respect to race, creed, color, sex, marital status, religious 
belief, age, height, weight, national origin or handicap of such 
bleck, neighborhood or area. ro 

3} To induce or attempt to induce the sale or listing for sale 
of any housing by representing that the presence or anticipated 
presence of persons of any particular race, creed, color, sex, 
national origin, marital status, religious belief, age, heigh’ ) 
weight, or handicap in the block, neighborhood or area will u.- 
may result in} 

a) The lowering of property values. 

b) A change in the racial, color, religious nationality, or 
ethnic composition of the block, neighborhood or area in. which 
the property is located. : 

c) An increase in criminal or antisocial behavior in the area. 

d) A decline in the quality of schools serving the area. 

4) For any person or ieal estate agent to cause or coerce or 
attempt to cause or coerce retaliation against any person 
because such person has lawfully opposed any act or failure to 
act that is a violation of this ordinance or has, in good faith, filed 
a complaint, testified, participated or assisted in any way in any 
proceeding under this ordinance or prevent any person troy, 
complying with this ordinance. or > 

5) To deny any person access to or membership or partici- 
pation in any multiple listing service, real estate brokers’ 
organization or other service organization or facility relating to 
the business of selling or renting housing or discriminate against 
a person in the terms or conditions of such access, membership 
or participation. 

6) To de any other thing or engage in conduct which would 
otherwise make unavailable equal housing opportunities. 

Section 4: Exemptions: . 

This ordinance shall not apply to: 

1) A religious organization, association or society or any 
nonprofit institution or organization operating, supervised, y 
association or society which limits the sale, rental, or occupancy, 
of dwellings which it owns or operates for other than commercial 
purpose to persons of the same religion, or which gives preferen- 
ce to such persons, unless membership in such a religion is 
restricted on account of race, color, sex or national origin. , 

2) A private club not in fact open to the public which as an 
incident to its primary purposes, provides lodgings which jt 
owns or operates for other than a commercial purpose, and which 
limits the rental or occupancy of such lodgings to its members or 
gives preference to its members. . 

3) Any single family house sold or rented by an owner, 
Provided that such private individual owner does.not own more 
than three such single family houses at any one time. Provided 
further, that in the case of the sale of any such single fami} . 
house by a private individual owner not residing in such house v. / 
the time of sale or who was not the most recent resident of such 
house prior to such sale, the exemption granted by this sybsec- 
tion shall apply only with respect te one such sale within any 
twenty four month period. Provided further, that such bona fide 
private individual owner does not own any interest in nor is there 
owned or served on his behalf, under any express or voluntary 
agreement, title to or any right to all or a portion of the proceeds 
from the sale or rental of, more than three such single family 
houses at any one time. Provided further, the sale or rental of 
any such single family house shall be excepted from the ap- 
plications of this ordinance only if such house is sold or rented. 

a} Without the use in any manner of the sales or: renté 
facilities or the sale or rental services of any real estate broker, 
agent, or any person in the business of selling or renting 
dwellings. or of anv emnlovee or avent.of any auch hroker agent, 
salesman, or person; and 

b} Without the publication, posting or mailing after notice of 
any advertisement or written notice in violation of Section 3 of 
this ordinance, but nothing in this provision shall prohibit the 
use of attorneys, escrow agent, abstractors, title companies and 
other such professional assistance as necessary to perfect or 
transfer the title; or 

4) Rooms or units in dwellings containing living quarters oc- 
cupied or intended ta be occupied by no more than four families 
living independently of each other, if the owner actually main- 
tains and occupies one of such living quarters as his residence. } 

Section 5. Posting of Notices: A oe 

a) Every real estate agent shall purchase and post in a con- 
spicuous location in that portion of his place of business nor- 
mally used by him for negotiating the terms of a sale or lease of 
housing and each person who operates a multi unit residential 
building containing more than two units shall post at all times 
when prospective tenants are being interviewed, in.a con 
spicuous location in that portion of his housing business nor- 
mally used by him for negotiating the rental of a housing unit 
therein, a notice prepared by the County which contains the 
following language, printed in black on a light colored back- 
ground in not less than fourteen point type: 

“This a violation of the Pair Housing Ordinance of Une Couf } 
ty of Crawford, State of Michigan for any real estate agent or for 
any person owning or managing a multi-unit apartment dwelling 
unit to: 

1) Deny housing to any person because of race, color, creed, 
sex, marital status, religious belief, age, height, weight, national 
origin or handicap. - 

2) Discriminate against any person because of race, creed, 
color, sex, marital status, religious belief, age, height, weight, 
national origin, or handicap to the terms, conditions, or 
privileges of housing accommodations or in the furnishing of 
facilities or services in connection therewith. 

IF YOU BELIEVE YOU HAVE BEEN 
DISCRIMINATED AGAINST, CONTACT THE COUNTY OF 
CRAWFORD, THE MICHIGAN DEPARTMENT OF CIVIO 
RIGHTS OR THE U.S, DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND

other such facts constituting the alleged discriminatory housing 
practice as may be required by the County Board of Com- 
missioners or their designee.
